To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Durham  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
state  of  the  Western  Division  of  your  Authority  for  the  year  1904.

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  is  210,  giving  a rate  of 
mortality  of  16  per  thousand,  being  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  number  of  births  for  the  year  is  435,  or  a rate  of  33  per 
thousand  of  the  population  ; about  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  i year  is  60,  or  a rate  of 
137  per  thousand  of  registered  births  ; this  is  much  less  than  last  year,  when 
the  rate  was  180  per  thousand  of  registered  births. 
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The  number  of  deaths  fiom  Zymotic  diseases  is  30,  or  a rate  of 
2 "3  per  thousand  of  the  population  ; this  is  a little  increase  upon  the  previous 
year.

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From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth-rate  is  lower  in 
this  district  than  in  the  County  ; that  the  death-rate  is  also  lower  in  this 
district ; the  Zymotic  death-rate  is  also  lower.  Infant  mortality  is  lower  in 
this  district  than  in  the  County. 

PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  have  been  74  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year;  last  year  there  were  no  notifications.

Scarlet  Fever  was  specially  prevalent  during  April  and  May  in 
Broom  and  Bearpark  districts. 

Diphtheria  was  prevalent  in  Kimblesworth  during  May,  July,  and 
September  ; some  cases  in  Croxdale  were  traceable  to  blocked  drains.

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  Framwellgate  Rural  and 
Bearpark  in  the  month  of  June. 

I specially  inspected  Framwellgate  Rural  and  Pity  Me  districts  to 
ascertain  the  probable  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  but  did  not 
find  many. 

Enteritis  was  somewhat  prevalent  in  September  in  most  parts  of 


the  district. 
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Isolated  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  have  occurred  ; one  in  Crossgate 
Rural  was  imported  ; one  in  Framwellgate  Rural  was  also  probably 
imported  ; two  other  cases  were  not  traced  to  their  origin,  One  case  in 
Croxdale  might  have  been  caused  by  milk  which  was  tainted  by  sewage 
matter.  One  case  occurred  in  a house  in  Bearpark  in  which  1 1 persons 
were  living  ; there  were  3 rooms  in  all.  One  room  was  certainly  deficient 
in  proper  cubic  space,  and  was  used  as  a sleeping  room  ; but  the  case  of 
fever  was  kept  in  the  living-room  of  the  house  where  the  whole  household 
collected  and  remained  the  greater  part  of  the  day,  and  where  they  had 
their  meals,  a condition  of  things  most  injurious  to  the  family  and  the  public 
health.  All  persuasion  to  see  the  danger  they  were  in  was  unavailing. 

In  Ushaw  Moor  a similar  condition  of  things  existed,  but  in  this 
instance  the  case  was  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

INSPECTIONS. 

In  June  I made  a special  house-to-house  inspection  in  Framwell- 
gate Moor  and  Pity  Me,  as  I was  informed  there  was  a good  deal  of 
Whooping  Cough  existing.  I found  only  a few  cases  in  Smokey  Row,  and 
not  numerous  enough  to  cause  a closing  of  the  school. 

In  July  I inspected  Framwellgate  Moor,  especially  Close  Row  and 
Pump  Row,  and  found  the  privies  and  ashpits  being  put  into  better 
condition. 

About  this  time  I also  inspected  Broompark  and  Ushaw  Moor, 
and  found  the  scavenging  properly  attended  to. 

July  22nd,  I inspected  the  cottages  near  Witton  Gilbert  Station 
which  belong  to  Bearpark  district,  and  found  all  in  good  order. 

July  29th,  I inspected  Croxdale  district  and  found  the  same 
nuisance  existing  at  the  roadside  near  the  Croxdale  Station  ; this  is  waiting, 
I understand,  for  some  arrangement  of  a proper  system  of  drainage.  At 
the  fishmonger’s  in  Croxdale  Colliery  was  a very  filthy  yard,  and  gulley 
broken.  The  ashpits  in  Croxdale  Colliery  and  along  Rogerson’s  'Perrace 
were  in  good  order.  At  12,  Rogerson’s  Terrace,  the  yard  was  in  a bad 
state.  At  No.  2,  Rogerson’s  Terrace,  the  yard  was  bad,  with  a broken 
surface.  In  Johnson’s  terrace  the  spouting  was  defective,  and  one  of  the 
yards  was  in  a bad  state,  with  slop  water  standing  in  it.  In  another  yard 
the  surface  was  badly  laid  with  bricks.  These  serious  defects  were  brought 
under  the  notice  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 
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In  September  I again  inspected  Pity  Me  and  Framwellgate  Moor, 
and  found  the  scavenging  properly  attended  to. 

September  14th,  in  company  with  Dr.  Farrar,  I visited  Croxdale 
district,  and  we  specially  noticed  the  dairy  farm  in  this  district,  where  the 
filth  from  the  cowshed  was  allowed  to  pass  out  on  to  the  field  on  a higher 
level,  and  not  far  from  an  exposed  well  which  supplied  the  house  with 
water.  This  water  was  highly  prized  by  the  farmer’s  wife,  who  used  it 
when  making  butter  ; subsequently  the  body  of  a duck  was  found  in  the 
well,  and  this  caused  some  delay  in  the  manufacture  of  the  butter.  An 
analysis  of  this  water  is  appended  to  this  report,  and  shows  something 
doubtful  in  its  character.  Eventually  the  farmer  decided  to  obtain  the 
Waskerley  water  from  the  main  near  his  door.  A case  of  typhoid  occurred 
in  the  same  district,  and  the  milk  was  obtained  from  this  particular  farm. 

September  22nd,  I inspected  Bearpark  Colliery.  The  ashpits 
were  properly  attended  to.  At  the  end  of  Dyson  Street  and  Fry  Street 
the  ventilating  pipes  of  the  sewer  are  broken  off  close  to  the  ground. 
Many  of  the  downcomers  pass  direct  into  the  drain  ; this  is  a source  of 
danger,  especially  when  the  joints  of  the  downcomer  are  defective,  as  by 
these  means  sewer  gas  may  be  ventilated  close  to  any  open  window  and 
become  drawn  into  the  house. 

I also  inspected  Auton  Style  and  found  slop  water  standing  in  an 
open  channel  near  the  back  door  of  the  butcher  ; it  was  promised  that  this 
would  be  removed.  Some  ashpits  were  very  full,  but  I was  informed  that 
the  scavei\ying  was  generally  well  attended  to.  I found  one  house  very 
damp  inside  from  defective  roof,  but  the  owner  has  told  me  that  it  shall 
receive  attention. 

At  Broompark  I found  most  of  the  downcomers  connected 
directly  with  the  sewers.  The  scavenging  was  properly  attended  to.  Near 
No.  439  slop  water  w'as  running  into  the  adjacent  field,  and  also  collecting 
in  the  trench  very  near  to  the  houses.  The  ventilating  pipes  of  the  sewers 
placed  at  the  ends  of  rows  of  houses  were  broken  off  close  to  the  ground. 
These  various  defects,  I was  assured,  would  receive  proper  attention. 

INSPECTIONS  UNDER  THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP 

ACT,  1901. 

September  26th,  I inspected  Mr.  Dean’s  Worsted  Factory  at 
Croxdale,  and  found  2 i girls  employed.  The  ventilation  of  the  workshops 
was  very  good  ; the  sanitary  arrangements  were  sufficient,  but  required  a 
little  simple  attention.  The  proprietor  promised  that  it  should  receive 
due  attention. 
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August  29th,  I inspected  a cartridge  factory  at  Pity  Me  About 
10  persons  employed  ; the  ventilation  and  cubic  space  satisfactory ; the 
sanitary  arrangement  was  sufficient,  but  of  a simple  kind.

August  9th,  I attended  an  enquiry  held  by  Mr.  Mal^t,  from  the 
Local  Government  Board,  as  to  laying  out  ground  at  Sunderland  Bridge 
for  a cemetery.  The  soil  was  found  to  be  suitable,  and  no  drainage  was 
insisted  upon. 

SMALL-POX  AND  TRAMPS. 

It  appears  that  energetic  measures  are  about  to  be  taken  to 
establish  small-pox  hospitals  on  some  comprehensive  scale,  but  nothing  is 
done  to  prevent  tramps  spreading  the  disease  as  they  like.  If  there  were 
no  tramps  there  would  be  no  Small-pox. 


The  following  was  taken  from  a London  newspaper  ; — ‘ The 
balancing  of  the  accounts  for  the  Small-pox  epidemic  started  by  a tramp 
from  Ipswich  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  last  year  shows  that  an  expenditure  of 
nearly  three  thousand  five  hundred  pounds  was  entailed  for  twenty-two 
cases,  eight  of  which  proved  fatal.  Moreover,  the  trade  of  the  town  was 
almost  paralysed  for  the  time,  and  has  not  even  now  recovered.” 


Why  not  have  isolation  homes  for  tramps  only,  and  prevent  them 
from  coming  into  the  towns,  and  make  all  tramps  wear  a badge./^  Until 
something  is  done  to  limit  the  freedom  of  tramps,  we  shall  go  on  spending 
large  sums  of  money  on  small-pox  hospitals,  and  many  lives  will  be  lost. 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  generally  very  good.  The 
house  accommodation  in  some  rows  in  Framwellgate  Moor  is  not 
satisfactory.

Remarks. — During  the  past  year  the  whole  of  the  scavenging 
(with  the  exception  of  Bearpark  Districts)  have  been  well  carried  out.  The 
late  Contractor  for  the  Bearpark  Districts  was  discharged  from  his  contract 
and  the  districts  relet  to  Mr.  John  Feler,  who  is  carrying  out  the  work  to 
my  satisfaction.  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Slaughter-houses  have  had 
my  careful  attention,  and  on  the  whole  have  been  well  kept.  I have  had  a. 
new  Cowshed  built  at  Hill  Top  farm  for  Mr.  Clark.  I have  also  had  a 
Cowshed  constructed  from  a barn  at  Tail-up-on-End  Farm  for  Mr.  Wood, 
which  is  a very  great  improvement  and  more  healthy  for  the  cattle. 


The  notice  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  was 
served  in  connection  with  eight  houses  in  Framwellgate  Moor.  Part  of  the 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  ; the  cement  work  will  be  completed  so  soon 
as  weather  permits.  I am  obliged  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  foul  state  of 
some  of  the  workmen’s  dwellings,  also  their  beds  and  clothing.  I have 
served  a notice  in  one  of  the  worst  cares,  and  if  not  complied  with  shall 
bring  the  matter  before  the  Council  at  their  next  meeting.  I am  convinced 
that  a good  many  of  the  cases  of  illness  amongst  children  is  caused  by  them 
not  being  kept  properly  clean  and  clothed.

The  high  figure  for  Albuminoid  Ammonia  in  this  water  makes  its 
suitability  for  use  as  a drinking  water  just  a little  doubtful.  We  think, 
however,  from  an  examination  of  the  sediment  from  the  sample  that 
efficient  filtration  would  very  [trobably  improve  the  character  of  the 
water,  and  that  it  might  after  that  treatment  be  safely  used.

Summary  of  Work  carried  out  in  the  Surveyor  s Department  during 

the  year  igo^. 

The  flushing  and  disinfecting  of  the  sewers  and  the  cleansing  of 
the  open  sewage  channels  in  the  district  have  been  regularly  and  frequently 
attended  to. 

A portion  of  the  old  main  sewer  at  Croxdale  has  been 
re-constructed,  a new  branch  sewer  laid  up  to  the  Station  Hotel  to  abate  a 
nuisance  caused  by  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  roadside  channel,  and 
the  old  sewers  behind  the  houses  on  the  east  side  of  the  main  road  south  of 
the  railway  have  been  improved  by  the  abolition  of  three  old  cesspools,  the 
construction  of  4 manholes,  3 flushing  and  inspection  shafts,  and  the  erection 
of  3 ventilation  columns  25  feet  high. 

The  manholes  on  the  sewers  in  the  Colliery  rows  at  Broompark 
have  been  improved,  and  new  ventilation  shafts  erected  in  place  of  old  ones, 
which  were  broken  and  ineffective. 

A new  outfall  sewer,  and  sew4ge  disposal  works,  consisting  of 
open  septic  tanks  and  filter  beds  with  automatic  revolving  sprinklers,  have 
been  constructed  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  the  village  of  Framwell- 
gate  Moor  and  houses  in  that  locality. 

A branch  sewer  has  been  constructed  at  Springwell  to  drain  three 
houses  on  the  east  side  of  Fieldhouse  Lane. 

Plans  have  been  passed  by  the  Council  for  the  erection  of  52  new 
dwelling-houses  and  7 other  new  buildings  in  the  Western  district  during 
the  year.
